To make a service Cull to cut five 
keys, sans trip charge or service Cilll 
charge is relegating oar profession 
backward to the haudyruau/l'ix-it 
specialist from which we have 
at templed to advance our public image. 
By doing this, I do no! feel Mr, Wicket 
is doing anything positive toward 
regaining any possible lost sales, to 
hardware stores, etc. Bui, rather, it is 
more like operating a mobile hardware 
siore. There will always be those 
retailers who will sell ileitis of lesser 
quality than a locksmith for a lower 
price, Dut h the locksmith has a lot more 
to offer the public, and in dning so 
should be paid on a professional scale. 

After all is said and done, one might 
ex Eiect a hardware clerk to charge tcss 
money based on his lack of investment 
in education, equipment, experience 
;:in1 kr.o^lcJilC. ll::i ;i hv^rr.:^ :\ :>, :';:r 
cry from a clerk and as such no! only 
deserves the status of a professional p but 
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should also command a price 
commensuraic with his/her professional 
si ending. 

As Mr. Wicker gets some more 
Experience under his bell, I am 
confident he will awaken to ihe reality 
of our industry being on a myth higher 
level [hmt he now believes.

If you waul to compete 
with LOW Lfuck drivers and hardware 
stores^ buy a Low truck and open a 
hardware store. Don't cut the throats of 
your fellow locksmiths wiih non- 
professional prices. [ don't know about 



you. bui most of us want to do more 
than just "pay the bills" 

Past is one thing. Cheap, on the 
other hand, is not something U> bra^ 
about. Would you lake your child to a 
certain docior because he's cheap? I 
hope not, 

I too, want aJI the business I can get* 
("ml ] k rn not going to degrade myself and 
my profession by charging cut- rule 
prices on providing free on-sile key 
Culling. You may be gaining a customer 
following, but you find H En ibe long run, 
thai you're better off without a 
customer who ejcpcets so rait thing for 
nothing. 

Lesson number two: Don't waste 
your money on television, radio, or 
newspaper ads. Trust me- 1 learned this 
very expensive lesson the hard way 
when I started my own company. I 
signed a 13 week contract as a S 32.50 a 
week, in a community iypc newspaper 
and got two small jobs as a result of (he- 
ads. 1 even offered coupons r (They 
don't work cilhcr,) 1 did, however, get 
dozens of calls from oilier small 
newspapers, wanting me to advertise 
with them. 

Newspaper advertising and the like, 
arc for products and services that 
people plan and shop for. People 
usually don't plan to call a loek smith. 



When people need a locksmith, 
especially for the first lime, ihcy usually 
grab ihe closest yellow jvigcs. 

So you don't miss the i;ai deadline, 
I suggest you call your yellow page$ 
representative and scl up an 
appointment today. Tire figures sound 
scary when you're "new," but believe 
me> a well worded yellow page ad wil! 
more than pay for is self every monlh, 
Just don't £o craity at first. 

Start oul wilh an "in-column listing" 
or at the most, a small display ad, and 
see how things go. A good 
representative will also tell you this. 
They want you to do well, so you'll get 
a bigger ad nest year. However, some 
representatives who arc not so good, 
will try to sell you tbe bEg^esl ad they 
can, just lo get that commission. Be 
careful! You, and only you., know wh:tt 
you can handle. 

Once you star! playing ihe yellow 
pages ^ame T you will quickly realize 
why you can*l charge $30 lo go mil arid 
open a car, or SS to rcke-y a cylinder, 
and still mm a healthy pro (ll. And that, 
my young friend, is what it's alt about. 

If I'm coming olT as a "super being 1 ' 
forgive me. 1 just feel that if you are 
going to call yourself a locksmith, don't 
be a non -professional one, Be one of us, 
not one of them. 
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You'll he surprised how many 
established locksmiths will help out a 
new guy. bin not if they know that he K s 
tlic one who's been cutting thcii prices fc 
Nobody likes a cutthroat. 

Compcic wilh professionals. Then* 
and only tben> will you truly 
"understand the altitudes of your fellow 
locksmithi,"

Dear Marc: 

A letter from the Green Mountain 



Locksmiths Association in your Annual 
issue notes their decision to protest the 
use of non-degradablc packaging 
materials in shipments by suppliers of 
the locksmith trade, Polystyrene 
"pcanuis" were specifically mentioned. 
Tn consumers' quests for 
"tnv i ronmenially -f riend I y " pack aging, 
we submit thai pnlyslyrcnc is a logical 
and sound choice. T( is much more 
lightweight than shredded paper and 
protects materials better in shipmenl. 
True, polystyrene is not degradable. But 
in a landfill, where air and water needed 
for decomposition are lacking, paper 
degrades very slowly, if at all. Paper 
accounts for 40 or more percent of 



tan thill contents; polystyrene occupies 
less than one percenl. 

We realize, however, [hut e% r en if one 
percent should he diverted from a 
landfill il~ it can be recycled. And 
polystyrene can be recycled. The 
Plasties Again facility in ihe 
associaiion's neighboring slale of 
Massachusetts is recycling polystyrene 
from a variety of suppliers, including 
j he 450 McDonald's restaurants of New 
England. Additional facilities arc 
opening around the country, arid we 
c spec l more than a half-do /.en large- 
scale plants to be open by year's end. 

We are excited about our fledgling 
efforts to take used polystyrene and 
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make new and useful products, aiul 
hope to make collection and recycling 
of polystyrene as common as that for 
aluminum and glass,

Information concerning 
the VATS "security" systems is 
understandably hard to find. / hope 
these points will be of assistance to you 



all. Pay special attention to item #2 
above, 

My Teehnilip concerns working on 
GM locks, but can be used on any 
vehicle. Many times the customer thai 
hues bis keys one time, calls again with 
the same problem. Because of the Lime 
involved in disassembling and 
assembling the locks, it would be a 
helpful to have ibe codes easily 
available Tor ihc second service 
opportunity, Many times, replacement 
ignitions do not have codes stamped on 
the oulsidc of the lock case. My Tip is 
to engrave the lock code on all new 
ignitions, when ihey are installed. If 
you disassemble an ignition to make a 
key + engrave the key cuts on the lock 
body, This Tip will save you + or a 
fellow locksmith, a liule lime if die key 
is lost again. 

For security reasons, ii may not be a 
good idea to leave an ignition or dour 
code in the glove box or behind the 
horn pad where it eould easily he found. 
You will want to convert the auto codes 
(or cuts) to a letter code or cypher of 
your own design. This will prevent die 
key codes from being used by olhcr 
dian yourself,

My Tip concerns die Ford pin type 
ignitions. It is fnirly common to have 
the key alarm switch contact at ihc front 
of the lock, break off and fall to the rear 
of the keyway, This prevents the key 
from being fully inserted into the plug, 
Or turned to the "on" position. In those 
cases, when you find it impossible to 
remove the broken piece by normal 
methods, I would offer this simple 
solution.

Previously, we printed art edited 
version of this Guest Editorial which 
Jon Payne has written, regarding the 
bchmitft federal registration proposal. 
Unfortunately, our editing seemed to 
have changed same of Jon's meanings. 
Therefore, in order to he sure his points 
of view are well understood, we are 
hereby reprinting the editorial in its 
original, unedited version. 

This is in response to your 
Commentary opposing ALOA's 
proposal for a federal law to register 
locksmiths. I would like to take issue 
with most if not all of your Editorial r 

First of all T would like to point out 
thai ALOA is a member driven 
organization, and this idea is a remit of 
member input, as well as input from 
other leaders in the industry. We did noL 
just wake up one morning and decide to 
introduce this hi 1L 

Secondly 1 would like to thank you 
for the opportunity to share our side of 
die issue, and for your consideration in 
attacking the message, not the 
messenger, ALOA deliberately 
informed the trade publications of ibis 
idea so that it can be debated openly in 
the industry. It if turns out to be a 
" realty bad idea" as you say, then it will 
die a quick death P However the 
locksmiths of the nation will decide its 
fate, not you and I. 

This proposed bill is simply one of 
locksmith registration, a locksmith 
permit if you will To be a locksmith, 
and possess locksmith tools, a person 
would need to obtain a federal permit. 
You could not obtain a permit if you 
had ever been convicted {if a felony or a 
crime involving an act of intentional 
dishonesty or moral turpitude in any 
court, unless officially pardoned, 

As we all know, any person can 
become a locksmith in this country 
simply by deciding for themselves that 
Ihcy arc one. Vet if you ask John Q. 
Public what it takes to become a 
locksmith many will respond that "yon 
have to be checked out by the police," 
Reality is that this is not true. In fact, as 
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an employer, I know that it is virtually 
impossible to submit a potential 
employee to a police check as a 
qualification for employment, Yet if T 
unwittingly hire a "bad" locksmith, I 
could be sued if he committed an illegal 
act while in my employ, A real catch 
22, So we can say that one benefit of 
this federal registration is that locksmith 
employers will have the peace of mind 
of knowing that employees are free of 
criminal convictions. A secondary 
benefit is that the public would have the 
peace of mind of knowing, that the 
person changing their locks did not just 
get out of jail. 

Tf you read the legislative bulletin in 
Keynotes each month, you will notice 
that there arc many bills being 
introduced by other industries that arc 
slowly eating away at Ihe locksmith 
industry. The electrical contractors 
constantly introduce legislation that 
seeks to restrict non-cleclriciaus from 
doing any type of electrical work, such 
as burglar alarms and elecLric locks, 
The burglar alarm industry is equally as 
guilty in seeking to restrict others from 
installing burglar alarms. ALOA has 
found the industry to be at a significant 
disadvantage when we attempt to fight 
such legislation because our industry 
has virtually no licensing at all. So 
another benefit of the federal 
registration is that we would be able to 
modify or amend such encroaching 
legislation with the phrase "except 
licensed locksmiths/' Federal 
rcgislration would be a useful weapon 
in fighting unfriendly legislation. 

There arc many> many local 
locksmith associations around the 
country that are seeking to introduce 
local locksmith licensing laws, Perhaps 
your local association is among them. 
What are the reasons for this effort? 
Evidently, it is because the local 
associations see a need for it in their 
communities, As chairman of the 
legislative affairs committee, 1 see 
many such bills on a daily basis, I can 
lell you these slate initiatives, while 
common in purpose, are radically 
different in content. This potential 
difference between state laws could 



become quite confusing and very 
difficult to keep up with as time gnes 
on. Since many locksmith companies 
and locksmith distributors operate 
across state boundaries or even 
nationally, they would have to devote a 
significant amount of time to insuring 
compliance with the state and local 
laws r This leads me to another benefit 
of (he federal permit, that of uniformity. 
There would be little need for any state 
laws with a federal permit in place. One 
law would be easier to comply wi(h 
than 50 different laws. Additionally, the 
local locksmith associations could 
abandon the often quile expensive task 
of pursuing (he passage of Local laws. 

We frequently find locksmith 
licensing laws being introduced by non- 
locksmiths, some qnile restriclivc. It is 
impossible to generalize at the 
motivations behind these bills, except to 
say that the person introducing the bill 
perceived it as a solution to a problem. 
Frequently the industry is left with 
precious little time to react and overturn 
such detrimental legislation. -So another 
benefit uf the federal permit would be 
lhat the need for state laws would be 
minimal, since locksmiths would 
already be registered with a "higher 
authorily M than die state government. 

There is precedent at the state level, 
for this type of federal criminal 
background cheek approach, California 
requires that person must be clear of 
any misdemeanor conviction for three 
years or felony conviciion for seven 
years to be eligible for a locksmith 
permit. There is also am file precedent in 
the law, bolh stale and federal, for 
excluding felons from certain 
occupations as long as ihe conviction is 
relevant to the occupation. For example, 
a conviciion of "drunk and disorderly" 
might not be considered when applying 
for a locksmith pcrmiu while a 
conviction of "breaking and enlcring" 
would he considered, The latter is of 
course relevant to the occupation of 
locks mithing. 

Now I would like to counter your 
specific points made in your editorial. 
You equated die ATF law, that prevents 
criminals from getting a license lo sell 
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guns, lo "gun control." The Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, within 
the Treasury Deparuncnu has a system 
in place that checks criminal records at 
a federal or state level for retailers 
seeking a license to sell firearm*. Hi is 
22 year old system is not designed us a 
gun control measure, but rather, seeks 
to eliminate criminals from the 
legilimalc retail firearms industry. 

You mentioned the medical 
profession k s inability to get rid of "bad 
doctors/ This &tatctncnt implies that 
any effort at self regulation is doomed 
to failure. I don't believe that and I 
don't think that intelligent locksmiths 
will believe it either, To use your 
example, imagine how bad things could 
become in the medical profession if 
there was no regulation at all. 

Yes, there will be a fee for ihis 
registration. The ATF charges S30.00 
for a license to retail guns* the same 
price as a subscription io your fine 
magazine. Fees arc necessary lo pay for 
the costs of administering the program. 

You CiLX3 "investigations" and "files" 
as an invasion of privacy. The 
"investigation" is a matter of MCCSSLllg 
a computer to sec if there is a criminal 
record r If there is not, then that is die 
end of it, [f there is. then the "file" on 
die person already existed. This is the 
same procedure that you must go 
ihruugh in many stales to purchase a 
hand gun r We all go through criminal 
checks, daily, in our lives and ALOA 
fails io see why this one would be bad 
for this industry. 

ALOA recognizes thai \hh a 
sensitive subject in our industry, but 
rather than "wishing" it away, we 
decided to confront it head on. 
Licensing and regulation may he 
inevitable especially at the state level 
for locksmiths. This federal bill is 
merely one way to address a problem 
which will not go away, We encourage 
your readers to respond to yOuf poll, 

and also to write io ALOA directly to 
voice their opinion, member and 
nonmember alike. Wc raised this issue 
at this lime for precisely this purpose. 
to open it up for debate. Readers should 
take the lime to really think about how r 
they feel and then let us know, Don't 
just dismiss this proposal because of the 
misguided notions that "all regulation is 
bad" or M the government will have its 
hand in my pockct hN or "die government 
can 1 ! do .anything right." Rather ^ive us 
the benefit of your learned, well 
thought out opinion. As always, we will 
respond to the needs and wishes of our 
members^

One of Uic nio&t obvious abstractions 
about Mosler Safe is [heir practice of 
using Mosler parts exclusively- Their 
dials and dial rings do not exchange 
with any other safe maker. Their 



spindles on the dials arc very particular, 
and they arc not the cutting «IT kind. In 
other words, use the correct dial for ihc 
correct application, and that application 
only, 

Other combination lock makers 
make dials wilh long spindles thai can 
be cut on-ilie-job 10 111 a wide variety 
an d a s so-rj me nt of 1 o ck appl i ea i i o n s . 
Mosler dials arc utlra-spccific, and llie 
spindle* arc manufactured io sei off 
re locking triggers. (See phoiogmph 1.) 
Tor this article, wc will Loueh on the 
Mosler rclockin^ trigger, which Is 
Located in the com hi nation Lock case 
specifically. 

Other interesting elements will also 
be mentioned about die Mosler 302*402 
scries locks.

I was talking to a Former safctnan, only 
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lo find thai some of the best known 
basic and rudimentary facts about this 
lock were a mystery to him. He had 
opened them in spite of lock of proper 
in for million. Perhaps, with more 
information, safecracking will be easier 
and more profitable. 

Have you ever had trouble gcLLing 
the double- winged spline key oil" die 
back of [be drive cam? There is an easy 
solution for this. Just screw one of the 
back case cover screws into the hole in 
the center of the spline key. It is 
threaded lo accept this screw, and it 
r&movcs very effortlessly with little 
lia&slc. (See photograph 2.) 

One method of attack on some safcH t 
that is viable, is the drilling ol" die lever 
screw. This methodology of aitack is to 
simply separate the lever from the 
combination lock bolt by drilling out 
the lever screw, When this happens, the 
bolt can be probed back under the

This method of attack will not work 
on the 302-402 locks. The locking lever 
on these locks is bush into the lock bolt, 
Even if you drill off the lever screw, the 
boll still could not be probed into the 
combination loek. The lever is in the 
Lock bolt, and not above or below it as 
on other locks. (See photograph 3.) 

There arc a couple ol" differences 
between inc. MR (manipulation 
resistant) and the standard 302-402 
Jocks, This first difference can be seen 
on the side of the case of the 
combination lock. On the MR lock 
there is a screw that can be clearly seen 
on one side of the lock. On the nori-MR 
locks, there is an empty cavity. r l"hcre is 
a spring and hall bearing assembly 
under the screw, which is very hard 10 
remove, (See photograph 4.) 

The second difference is a split drive 
cam that interacts with the ball bearing 
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4. The M-R 302 Is on Ihe lelt and standard 
on iho tfahr Note the screw on ihe left 
which houses b bell bearing, 



assembly. This ainalgaroalioti of split - 
cam and ball bearing give the Mosler 
MR lock the "click click" feeling when 
the dial is lurried past die drop-in area 
of the lever, This "noise" efficiently 
masks the drop -in area from would-be 
manipulators. It also identifies the lock 
quite- clearly with (his unique, rare and 
unusual "feci," even if the lock is not on 
a Moslcr labeled product. 

Nolc that photographs five and si* 
illustrate what hapjKrns when a Moslcr 
diiil is polled with a slarn type puller. 
Since the drive cam is closest lo the 
front of the case of the combination 
lock, when the dial is roughly putted, iL 
creates a volcanic type crater in the case 
of the combination lock. This lock is 
ruined, and this lypc of treatment may 
also cause malfunction when attempdng 
to open the lock, Avoid ii at all cosls 
and do not .sacrifice a lock when drifting 
and screw pnlling ihe dial is a viable 
ahemntive.

There are two parts to the rclock 
trigger mechanism.

On ihc cover, adjacent 10 the bolt 
strew guide, is a brass colored pin, It 
only sticks up about 3/16" or so. This 
pin pushes a corresponding pin in the 
lock case down when the cover is 
installed eorreetly. When the pin in ihc 
case is pushed down, it allows the lock 
boll to move in and oui freely. 

If ihe cover of the lock is punched or 
becomes loose, this will allow ihc case 
pin to move out and rclock the bolt.

Simple in design, this pin is 
diabolical when activated. It has a large 

head with a long narrow shift which 
interacts with ihc. case cover pirn When 

depressed, the small pin lets the bolt 
pass smoothly without any obstructions. 
If the relock trigger is activated, the 
large pan of the pin moves into a cutout 
oil ihe lock boli r and keeps il from 
moving Simple and effective. 

How does one deaeuvatt this trigger 
[fit is set? First, determine if the trigger 
ts set hy dialing the combination. If tlie 
dial stops before the bolt is wididrawii, 
then it is a gaud bet thai the (rigger is 
set. If the boll withdraws, but the handle 
will nol turn* then a rclocking device is 
sci and Thai is another problem entirely. 

After determining by feci that the 
rclock trigger has been activated* you 
can neutralize il with special tools or 
drill it out with a 1/4" drill Hie exact 
measurement for the rclocker is l-3/4 n 
over from the center of ihe spindle 
along the center! inc by 5/S" down, Be 
prepared for hardplate.

Historically: there arc two groups of 
people. In the one group there arc 
those who own something. In the other 
group arc those who want whatever ii h 
lliat die firsL group owns but arc not 
willing to pay the price to acquire it. 
The first group has worked 
methodically through the years to 
devise a mean s of protecting whatever 
ii is [h;ii they own and die setund group 
has worked jixST as hard to devise ways 
and means to defeat that protection. 

High security is a term that has. been 
employed extensively in recent years by 
well known lock and automobile 
mama fa c liners for The protection of 
properly with terms such as unpick able, 
burglar proof, highly resistant to 
physical attack, etc. Yet someone, 
somewhere, is trying to develop a 
means to defeat each of these designs. 

The Chubb, Bramuh, and Newell 
were high security locks of die [SCO's 
yet each of these were defeated by 
skilled hands of the period who devbed 
tools for the last and 1 would guess that 
even today's locksmith, or burglar, 
would have a lough time with one of 
ihesc locks. The introduction of ihc pin 
tumbler mechanism by Linus Yale in 
die mid ISKO's created the need for new 
tools, The tension wrench and rake pick 
were born. 

The principles of picking pin 
tumbler cylinder* have been known and 
employed for many years. Get each pin 
to the shear line and die plug will turn. 
The "in-line" construction of pin 
tumbler cylinders permits this method 
of conquest with relative ease or with 
extreme difficulty depending on the 
skill of the manipulator and the 
construction of the cylinder. 
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Manufacturers countered picking skit Is 
wiili grooved pins^ mushroom pins, etc, 
bill maintained (he in-line design of the 
pin chambers. 

The Chicago Lock Co. started 
development of a round or lubular 
design for pin chambers in Eric early 
1900s and in 1933 introduced (be Ace 
tubular key cylinder. This was 
immediately received by the people in 
group one for the projection of their 
holdings and just as quickly ihc people 
in group two started to dnvise a ton! thai. 
would defeat the design. Today we have 
a wide choice of tools T picks, Haws, 
breakers, CtC, for gaining entry into diis 
type of cylinder, 

Willi ihe expiration of patent rights 
olher companies started to manufacture 
the tubular key cylinder and many 
variations of the original design have 
ensued. Off-set left, off-set right, dead 
pin, cighi pin. pin within a pin, were 
developed to thwart the in I ruder, yet 
each new design has been mcl wiih a 
newly designed picking tool. 

Typically, when picking a tubular 
key cylinder, jj pin ihal will nol move is 
in a bind and is not at the shear line. A 
pin that has movement is "picked" and 
is at the shear time. {See illustration 1.) 
This theory persists regardless of the 
pin configuration and although many 
RianipidiLiurs often yield to the design, 
persistence of ait^irk will cause she 
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design 10 yield io the manipulator. 

In the mid WSO's ihe Fort Lock Co., 
who has produce ti the GcmvS lubular 
key lock for many years, undertook ihe 
challenge of developing a high security 
tubular key locking system. The 
services of David Lee* who for years 
had invented and manufactured picking 
and m&nipul alive ItoIs. were employed 
to exploit a design which would rcsisi 
opening efforts by picking or 
imp rcssioning, David's" commission 
was simple: design a cylinder [hat he 
could not defeat. 

The result of four years of effort is 
[he Apes© Tubular Key Lock which 
has uniquely designed tubular keys, is 
highly resistant to forced attack, docs 
not yield to ihe most skilled picking 
efforts, will not reveal a code by 
iniprcssioning, and has a four level 
program of key coniroh 

The Apex® Level 2 key appear to 
be ihc same as conventional lubular 
keys but close examination reveals 
grooves which at first glanee appear so 
be billings. (See photograph 2.) The it 
grooves, however, lay between the 
bitting cuts and allow the key io pass a 
hardened restrictor plate U** 
photograph 3) located just inside the 
face of the shell of the lock.

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This System of key control is known 
as profiling and allows the design of 
various levels of key control. 

Paracentric type key ways arc designed 
with various wards which wc know as 
sectionals. A master section key is then 
broached which will pa-ss all ihc 
key ways of a given section. 

The Apex® design is somewhat 
simitar to sectionals in that the Apex (ft 
key will enter ail existing Ocm and Ace 
I] key ways but conventional Gem and 
Act; keys will not enter the Apex® 
key way. This design permits the Apex 
iK to be keyed into an enisling system 
wiih the Apex© key capable of 
operating all locks in ihc $y$ccni but the 
existing keys will not enter or operate 
the Apex® 

Nitrotcc®, a widely used hardening 
process* is used on the key? for Level 2 
and on the reetricior plate and is 
available tor other critical pans of the 
Ape*®* including the shell and spindle. 
Several ruined drill bits and saw blades 
which we used in the evaluation of the 
Ape*© attest to the true hardness of 
Niroiec®, 

The Apex ® 4 level registered key 
control program is designed to 
aceommodatc all security needs. Level 
I could be called the " lock smith level" 
in that standard tubular keys are used 



along wilh the pick rc^islartf design of 
the Apex®, but without the profiling 
rcsirictor plate. Keys may be duplicated 
and locks assembled and combinaicd in 
the shop or in the field, This level 
would be applied to meet a customer 
demand for a highly pick resistant 
application. 

Level 2 enables the Jock smith to 
offer the customer the pick resistant 
Apl'x<£ design, hardened profile key;; 
and re strict or plate and factory issued 
key control card. 

The locksmith is issued pre-bitted 
keys and "0" bitted cylinders. Cylinders 
a/o combinaied by the locksmith to the 
pre -bit ted keys and the key control card 
is registered and given to the end user. 
Additional keys may be obtained from 
the locksmith with the properly signed 
and executed forms. No level 3 pre- 
bitted keys are available from the 
wholesaler or distributor, The quantity 
of keys required by the customer is 
placed with the original order smd 
additional keys Eire obtained only 
through the process outlined for level 2, 

Level <1 oilers customer greater key 
control. The quantity of keys required is 
placed with the initial order and factory 
originated profile keys are provided 
after which all records of codes arc 
destroyed. Level 4 replacement keys arc 



not available under any circumstance. 

Although the Apes® key control 
program is somewhat related to similar 
programs offered by other 
manufacturers, ihc application of this 
lypc of control to tubular key locks 
provides additional opportunities for the 
locksmith to expand into new markets. 
A group of keyed alike vending 
machines, for instance, could be 
serviced hy ihc use of a conventional 
tubular key, but the cash or money box 
could only be opened witli the Apex® 
key which, of course* could also be 
used for servicing the other 
compartments of a unit, 

The pEck resistance of the Apex® is 
accomplished by a unique design which 
incorporates two moveable ports within 
the cylinder, the #1 and 42 brake plates 
(see phoiograph 3) and seven more 
pins, Where the conventional tubular 
key lock has 14 pins, seven bottom or 
driver pins and seven top or 
combination pins, the Apex® has 21 
pins. 14 of these pins are drivers and 
seven axe top pins. (Sec photograph 4) 

Although the put layout in 
illustration five would appear to he a 
conventional mastcrpin InyouL this is 
not the case. The pins in the bottom 
row, which contact the driver springs 
are lower driver pins. The pins in the

The brake plaies and the upper 

drivers crcale multiple false shear lines 
within ihc lock or cylinder as shown in 
iMsLnuion five. Examining the pins in 
IJiLs sketch we can see thai as torque is 
applied, the two movable brake plates 
el inch the upper and lower drivers. This 
clinching cr.ii occur an the shear line, 
below the shear line or arxive the shear 
line. All three of these conditions result 
in the picker feeling stiff pi us. The 
Apex ® cylinder, therefore, docs nut 
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reveal Ihc cryptic message "A si iff pin 
equals a non-picked pin and a pin with 
freedom of motion equals a picked pin." 
The result is a cylinder thai virtually 
cannot be decoded, 

Examine the fll and #2 brake plates 
in photograph four. There is a noleh in 
the ill brake plate and an elongated hole 
in the #2 brake plate. These openings 
are 4 mm wide into which a slop pin 
(brake reaction pin) in the bottom 
cylinder extends which limits the travel 
of the two brake plates to 2 nun left or 2 
mm right.

The 
breaks tool designed for forced entry 
of a tubular key lock, will shear the 
spindle at this point making further 
atuick impossible. 

We find i he Apex® design to be a 
truly innovative approach to high 
security for tubular key kicks and must 
admit defeat in our efforts at 
manipulation and physical aitaefc.

Over the years, there have been a 
number of electric pick look sold. 
Some were based on sound mechanical 
principles, and some were not. All were 
cumbersome to use and most had 
serious battery power problems. The 
development of longer lasting 
rechargeable batteries and smaller, 
more dependable rechargeable electric; 
tools, have made il possible far HPC to 
develop the Electropick™ . 

This product is a professional tonl h 
requiring speeiaJizcd knowledge and a 
little experience to operate successfully. 
ff you've been thinking about 
purchasing one. I'm sure you will find 
some interesting information in this 
article. By understanding the principles 
at work in the lock, and the operating 
procedures, you will have an easier 
time adjusting to this new tool- With a 
liiile praciicc, you may even find that 
the Electropick™ will become a very 
usefut addition to your "hag of tricks/' 

What principle docs the 
Electropick™ employ to defeat or 
manipulate pin tumbler locks? Wliat arc 
the adjustments and cautions that must 
be observed with this tool? What is 
happening inside the lock as the 
Electropick™ is used, and how do I 
aehieve consistent success with it? 
What won't the Electropick™ do? 

The basic physical principle that 
allows the Eiccliopick™ to manipulalc 
pin tumbler lock is very similar to the 
principle of the pick gun. With the pick 
gun, the pick tool "impacts" the boltom 
pins* each lime the trigger is pulled, 
causing them to separate from ihe lop 
pins, at the shear line. Tf the top pin 
jumps to the shear line and the bottom 
pin is below the shear line, the chamber 
is picked, 

Tm sure we are all familiar with the 
puzzle or child's toy pictured in 
illustration one, A number of steel balls 
arc suspended by a trapeze . If one ball 
is separated from the others and 
allowed to fall, as in the second 
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drawing in initiation one, it will strike 
the other balls. The energy invested in 
ball A, by lifting it above ihe others, is 
given up h as it strikes bail B. The 
energy in bail A is conveyed to ball B* 
which immediately couples die energy 
to ball C. The energy from ball A i$ 
communicated „ from ball to ball, down 
the chain to ball G. As ball G receives 
the energy, it flys oul from the other 
balls, as in ihe third drawing of 
i I tu si rat ion one, by approximately che 
same distance that ball A was lifted. 



Illustration two brings this principle 
a little closer to the actual picking 
application. On this trapeze, we have a 
Ll P" pick, ll B M bottom pin p and U D" 
driver. The pick allows us to imparl a 
su iking force, or impact to the bottom 
pin. As the energy imparted by the pick 
is given up to the bottom pin t it is 
immediately coupled to the top pin, 
which i& in dircci com act wi:h ihe 
bottom pin. The top pin will fly away 
from the bottom pin, against die pull of 
ihe gravity which holds it in contact

with the bottom pin in ihc example. The 
amount or energy required 10 separate 
iho bottom pin in our pins of a lock 
cylinder is determined by the tension of 
the cylinder springs. 

The principle of impacting the pins 
of a lock cylinder to separate the top 
and bottom pins has seen great success 
with the lock gun. Though lift I 
appropriate for all applications, I have 
used one for a number of years with 
good results.

My First mistake, in using this too], 
was not Lightening the lock, nul 
properly. As. I buzzed away on a lock 
cylinder in the vise, the adjusting nut 
slowly crept out of die tool and tried to 
escape under the bench. Tighten the 
lock nut after adjusting the tool. \ found 
that about 1/16" of tip travel was about 



right for Wciscr cylinders. Marc tip 
travel increases ihc violence of the 
impact, for cylinders with stronger 
springs. 

Because ihis tool is rechargeable, it 
comes with a charging base, I thought it 
was a pretty convenient place to keep 
the tool. The charger base mounts to the 
wall, and the electrical contacts 
interlock with a punitive snap, to 
prevent the tool frnm slipping. The wall 
mounting is ideal for above the bench. 

To give the tool a good overall test, 
we passed it around the shop, and 
everybody jiQt a chance to pick some 
cylinders. Like a new toy, we all got to 
play with it. The biggest mistake we all 
made was in trying to "pick" the 
cylinders with the tip, instead of just 
letting ihc mm do its thing. If there had 
to be a rule for the ELcciropick™, it 
would be: ll Thc tool picks the lock. 
You just hold die Look" 

Illustration four makes a very 
imporlatu illustration that will 
determine your succc&s with impact 
type picking tools. The tool must be 
absolutely square with the face of the 
lock. 1 don't know how Lo stress this 
more forcefully. A* you imcrt Ihe pick 
into the lock plug, il should slide 
"straight" into the key way, as you can 
$ce in il In si ration five, If il rubs on the 
sides of die key way, or is restricted by 
ihc wards, it will not work. U you arc 
distorting or bedding the tip, it is 
because you're not holding the tool 
"square™ with ihe evlindcf. If the tip 
becomes hent, it must be straightened 
jeforc it will perform properly. Yon will 
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notice I hat there is no "diamond™ or 
"hair style lip. You don't need one. 
Tliis pick mcdiod relics on "impact" or 
"Shock™ to drive the top pins above the 
shear line. Don't try in pick individual 
pins wiih il Don't "wiggle™ il like 3 
rake or terpentine style pick. Just bold 
it straight and let it do its job. 

Apply a light turning tension, with 
whatever style tension tool you prefer. I 
prefer to keep the tension tool at the top 
of the key way. (The pins are aSways at 
the top of the keway, just in case your 
cylinder is mounted upside down.) 
Insert the tool carefully into the 
cylinder, trying not to touch the sides of 
the key way. Of course you arc going to 
touch Lite sides of die key way, but this 
will keep you straight Be Careiul not EO 
toueh the hack of the key way either. 
Touch the power switch to pick the 
lock. The tip will cause (he pins to 
"dance" as in illustration sis. A top pin 
that is not driven completely to the 
shear line will continue to be 
"impacted" by its bouom pin until il is 
Inched up to the shear line. A top pin 
that picks immediately will simply he 
caught at die shear line. Note d^at I said 
caught and not "bound" 1 - DnVi gel 
carried away with too much turning 
tension. Light tension and gentle 
coaxing are still ihe waleh words here.

You should not 
expect an instant answer by return 
aunt. ttowfWf, he mil use your letters 
to help provide him with ideas for 
articles in upcoming issues. In fact, 
you/ letter could he used in Genes next 
article in a question and answer 
format 

Wherever the new locksmith 
decides to go to work, he will 
need tools of the trade At some 
locksmith .shops they will provide 
needed tools, bui at others you are 
expected to have your own, For large 
corporations or institutions you will 
have your own tools and ihcy will 
furnish any supplies. 

If yoti £0 into business for yourself, 
the first thing on your list is a key 
machine. Some of the schools give you 
a duplicating key machine along with 
the lraining + and this is a good start. 
Your school key machine will lasl you 
until you have so much business that 
you find you need a heavy-duty, faster 
machine to keep up. My key machine 
was furnished by ihe school, and I 
mounted ii on a ply board with a handle, 
and added a IXC. motor. With this set- 
up. 1 can take it any where. 

This machine is simpty designed and 
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has three cutters: one to duplicate, one 
to cut steel keys, and a code cutting 
wheel. U has a micrometer for depth 
adjust mens, and a few months ago I 
added a spacing micrometer Other 
smaller inexpensive key machines arc 
duplicators only, but do a good job. 

The new locksmith. a& he sc^ns me 
latest too! catalogs, will find scoie-s of 
wonderful locksmith toots that be feels 
he can't live without. He wit] Uuy mhiic 
of these tools wiihout thinking then 
find out he doesn't uH b them all, or 
some didn't work ^ut to his 
expectations.

probably already have a hammer, 
screwdrivers, hacksaw, ere. Keep these 
in another tool box, 

You do need lock picking tools. I 
purchased a pick gun. which wotks well 
on many locks, You have to practice 
with this, and make sure it gOcs into the 
key way straight. On impulse 1 bought 
two lock pick sets. One of the sets is 
now in a drawer, ant! out of ihc oihrr I 
use only thr rake, hook and the tension 
wrench. (Another locksmith passed on 
to me a lip to rock ihc rake when 
picking u lock, and h has produced 
good results). Remember, though, that 
lock picking is a very personal 
preference. You might have belter luck 
with picks other than the ones I use. 
That's why ihcy make so many 
different kinds. Following is a list of 
tools I keep in ihc lock tool box: 

Top Section: Ring pliers, long 
tweezers, Kwiksct cylinder removal 
tool, Wcitfcr shim pick, cylinder cap

lle&t Buys: Of all these tools the 
ones th:ti have helped me the most are a 
two and a half power magnifier with 
head h:uid. a cylinder key (lie with the 
dimensions of a key cut. pick gun. dial 
caliper and plug spinner, The otoscope 1 
use a lot for reading wafer locks, 
reading combination locks, and 
checking locks for number of pins or 
for damage. 
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Oilier Tools: In your other tool bos, 
alone, with the regular tools, it is wise to 
have cord* and cordless drill with bits 
(0 drill out locks when all else fails. A 
hand drill is needed tn case ihc cordless 
runs out of juice in the middle of a job. 
One useful tool is ihc cordless rotary 
loo] similar 10 the Drcmel or 
Craftsman. I use h to adjust the striker 
on a sagging dour* Anoiher useful, bul 
riot necessary tool is a boh cutter. 

Specially Tools; If you instill 
deadbolts, you will need cilher a 
professional deadbok installation kit or 
a drill, bilS. hole saw and markers.

I read a very revealing letter the other 
day from one of our readers. He was 
unhappy about several things, but 
mostly because he fell (hat he wasn't 
receiving the "short culs.** ^secrets" and 
^inside information" which would 
allow him to "get ihe edge" on his 
competition, 

h is to this person that I musi 
humbly offer ihe benefit of some hard 
learned lessons, in she hope lbat he 
might benefit from my experience. I do 
not offer [his in formal ion lo be critical, 
or as a statement Lhat I have 
accomplished any great success, but 
.limply as example of some of the 
tricks I have found that work. 
Sometimes experience must be lived to 
be truly understood, hui it is always 
better jo borrow experience than lo buy 
it. 

Of all the virtues thai experience 
teaches, I expect thai humility has lo be 
the hardest learned. When you talk So 
the young locksmith, you can + t help but 
be impressed by the apparent array of 
knowledge thai he possesses. Having 
studied and memorized key numbering 
systems and master key progressions 
that seem almost inconceivable to the 
old timer. 

Sadly, his experience hasn't kept 
pace with his knowledge. He has a] I the 
answers, the pan numbers and 
Specifications* but is unable to 
disassemble and reassemble even the 
simplest of looking mechanisms. He 
has a card in his wallet that shows., 
without a doubt, that his is a hfc maslcr 
locksmith/ 1 but he hasn't manipulated 
his fir. st .safe* under actual everyday 
circumstances. He could no I read a 
wafer lock lo save himself, and he 
"doesn't do" mortise locks. The sad 
ibing about supcrboy, is that be doesn't 
know that he doesn't know. 

On die other hand, when you meet a 
real master locksmith, you are 
impressed by ihe fact that he is nol 
trying to impress you with bis 
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knowledge or experience It you ask* 
you* 11 probably lell you he doesn't 
have all the answers, Hi a work S[X. fc uks 
far louder than his words or 
identification ever will. Having mel a 
few of the "masters, ** [ can only say, 
"Don't talk T listen." Your air of 
experience is as transparent as the 
king's new clothes. 

Manipulation is not something you 
team in two weeks , nor can real 
proficiency be demonstrated on 
niounl cd locks, li is learned through 
day-to-day experience. Reading wafer 
locks was a lesson in the Bel saw course 
that most of us completed as a. pari of 
becoming certified locksmiths, but there 
is an ocean of experience between 
completing a lesson and being 
proficient enough io apply the 
technique to everyday key making, 

Passing a test or completing a course 
is a wonderful way of showing that you 
have taken ihe time lo sludy or paid to 
be in a particular class, but it in no way 
makes you any more of a locksmith 
than another, Whcia I went to college, I 
studied business. When I got out, I had 
all the answers, After nearly 20 years in 
business, all I have now is more 
questions, Did the degree make me a 
business man, or was it the 20 years of 
experience? I n rn just satisfied lo be 
accepted as a good locksmith and a 
successful businessman, Why not just 
leave it at that? 

The next mosl important quality of 
a successful !utksmuh/busincssman is 
his. ability to listen. Since mosl of our 
business is contracted by telephone, die 
ability to come across as a gocxl listener 
can make or break even ihc mosl 
qualified loeksmiib, The telephone is 
the lifeline of ihc locksmith trade. An 
emergency trade, installation and 
service area, and price nun-tiny arc all 
carried on over a telephone. Here arc a 
few telephone etiquette tips: 

I) Always try to answer your phone 
after ihe second ring, bul before ihe 
third. By picking up the phono on ihc 



first ring, you will startle the taller or 
seem loo anxious. Let it ring too long 
and they may think you don't need their 
business Or hang up P 

2) Always answer the telephone in a 
professional manner, i.c J+ "This is Afs 
Lock and Key, May 1 help you?" Or 
"Al's Lock and Key, This is Margaret. 
May I help you?" If I were calling a 
business, and they answered ihcir 
telephone with "hello* 1 or "ycah/ b Id 
hang up wi ih out a word, lhinking l\\ 
reached a wrong number. Slari your 
conversation on a professional level, 
Friendly it nice, but this is a business 
calL Ask the first and most important 
question: "May I help you?" 

3) Maintain control of ihc 
conversation. You a^k the questions to 
gel the answers you need. Mosl 
customers will not answer your first 
question ("May I help you?' 4 ) All ihey 
want lo know is, "J low much to open a 
car?" or "How much to make keys for 
my car?" 

Slari your conversation with "Yes 
Ma'am," or "Yes Sir/ h i.e, p "Yes sir, 
what kind of car do you htiveT You 
haven't answered bis question, because 
you need more Information. Once you 
give him what he wanis* hell hang up 
on you. All he wan is lo know is "how 
much/" He called because he needs 
your service, but you will have to 
"actively" sell it to him. This in no way 
means trick or nap your customer. It 
simply means, "be tuned-in" iu whal he 
wants. 

Tell him tru:h fully how soon you can 
have a truck at his location. Explain to 
him that the newer autos are extremely 
hard lo open, and thai in experienced 
persons (i.e. police, tow truck drivers 
and parking lot attendant) can do 
serious darn:i^c U> the aislo if they ure- 
al towed to "see if l hey can open it." 

After you find out the make and 
model of the car > whether or not they 
arc irying to open il themselves, and 
where they are located, give the price. If 
they agree to have the work done, ask 
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for ihc phone they arc calling from and 
return their call. After you have tried 
[he number and reached your customer, 
get all of his important in formal ion 
(name, home address, home phone), 
Again, stale your charge and ask if he 
win be paying by cash or charge. If he 
is going lo use a charge curd, gel the 
number and expiration date, Call in [he 
L^ard CO niake Sure it is good and to got 
an authorization number before you 
leave ihe shop. 

If this Ls an emergency call, explain 
lo ihc customer ihat as soon as the truck 
is dispatched, ihc charge is due. This 
means simply thai Once you leave, he 
cannot cancel ihc call, Don'i race 
another locksmith lo a customer address 
for a car opening or key job. but don't 
try to fool i hem by making promises 
you Cannot keep, cilher. If you say 
you'll be (here in 20 minutes, be there. 

Accepting checks is up 10 your 
company policy. If you don*l like ihcir 
cheek, offer to follow ihcm or heller 
yet, lake ihcm to a money network 
machine. You should know thai ihc 
customer is able lo pay before you roll 
Don 1 ! leave ihe details to be argued out 
tn some dark street in front of ihc other 
person's family. 

You'll bite the bullei if you trick the 
customer or try to trap Ihern into extra 
Charges Or add-on prices. You 1 II get 
away with it a few times, but it will 
undermine your professional image and 
destroy your credibility in the 
community, I heard a statistic once that 
one dissatisfied customer will cost you 
seven scales, ll sounds reasonable. 

4. When quoting prices, don't 
underestimate what your customer can 
afford to pay, Don 1 1 quote a c-he^p Lock, 
simply because you think that is all 
your: customers can afford or are willing 
to pay. Quote a high and a medium 
priced "qua lily™ Sock, We don't sell low 
quality merchandise, We only have to 
apologise for the price once. If wc sell 
eheap merchandise, we have to 
apologize for the poor quality forever. 

Another way to say ihe same thing 
is 10 say. "We are forced to live with the 
biuer reality of poor quality long after 
the sweetness of the low price is 
forgotten.** Sell on ihe merit of the 
quality of your "service/ 1 Service is [he 
only diing Lbat no one can compcic with 
you oru It is also the only thing you 
have io sell, that you don't have to buy, 

5. Do not predict the negative 
outcome of a sale, If you answer a call 
with the thought that the customer is 
calling "just for a price," you will not 
treat him (or her) as a prospective 



customer. You will treat ihcm as an 
inconvenience to your day. A customer 
is never an inconvenience. Fie is always 
the most important person in ihe world. 
Impress on your customers I hat you 
want lo sec that they gel exactly (he 
service that they want/need, at the Enost 
reasonable price, and in the ntost timely 
fashion, That's what sells service. 

1 have answered calls and given 
service at almost any hour of the day or 
night, at the convenience of anyone ihal 
was in need of my service, Never* have 
they been an inconvenience. (Wcll K 
almost never.) An asiom of business Is 
that "Money is the fruit llial is always 
ripe." How much can you afford to 
walk away from? Why? 

6. Don't take failure or rejection 
personally. The customer/caller is upset 
when he calls, if you arc answering an 
emergency call* understand ihis from 
the beginning and you will understand 
why he is shon and demanding* 
Remember, you control what lie needs. 
Be courteous, profession aL and anxious 
to sec ihat the customer gets what he 
needs, but don't be hurl if he docsn*l 
buy, Some people simply don't have the 
money, Others may have die money, but 
want to try "do-it-yourself" methods 
first. 

To the do it yourselfcrs, you should 
explain the advantages of "professional 
service," and the liability or dangers of 
failure, because of ihcir lack of 
speciali/.ed knowledge and lools. 
"Quality service is never cheap, and 
cheap service is seldom good." ll We 
offer better service than our 
competition^ that's why you may notice, 
a slightly higher labor rale," "We have 
to pay our most qualified [Koplc better." 

7. Don't carry tales, or tell stories 
about the competition* even if you 
know them to be true. You can't rise 
above the competition by standing on 
their failures. You have to slnjid on your 
own mcrii. Compete on a professional 
level. Stop worrying about how much 
your competitor is charging or whether 
or not he is a member of some self 
serving organization. "I am. by far > she 
best qualified locksmith in ihis area, 
Try my work, I'm sure you will agree/ 1 

Make your living doing what you 
wain, and let your customers know ihat 
you not only enjoy what youVc doing. 
buy enjoy helping ihcm, This alii Hide 
will show h in the way you interact wi(b 
your customers and in the quality of 
your work. ThaL*s what makes a 
business grow, If you intend to master 
ibis trade, you will have lo enjoy what 
you're doing. 



8, Don't Rripe and grumble about 
everything from the weather to the price 
of key blanks, lie happy to have work. 
If you are working as a locksmith and 
feel thai you need more money* I hen 
become a belter locksmith. That's 
supply side economics. If you work 
more and produce belter work, the 
money will come, You can't just 
demand more money or you won't 
work. The world wit I lei you sit home. 
As il should. If you don't like ihe 
money, gel another job. Just don't icll 
me its because there are loo many 
locksmiths or because you can't 
compelc wiih some new guy ibal's 
working out of his basement. Give more 
and belter service if you want more 
money P 

9, Specialize and profession a Lite. 
Don't be known as a jack of all trades 
and master of none, Pve known 
locksmiths that mowed srass and 
operated A handyman service under the 
same business heading, because there 
simply wasn'i enough locks mil h work 
in their area. There are a number of 
businesses that blend right in with 
locksmiihing, If you must have more 
than one service line to survive, then 
that's the way il has to be. But be 
known as a master of many trades, not 
just another Jack. Study your trade to be 
more dian a handyman, 

Do wbai you do, and pass On what 
you don't. There is no shame in passing 
up a job now and then. If you spend a 
day drilling a safe arid lose four or five 
automotive calls, what have you 
gained? If you can open a safe in an 
hour and are confident in your ability, 
go for it. If not, refer or refuse the job. 

10, Don't act involved with 
gimmicks, that make you pass up the 
"bread and butter" business. Don't get 
strung out on com plicated security and 
electronic systems that are sir icily 
"specialty" sales. If you already have a 
market for this type of system, it might 
be a money maker for you. but don'i 
put a big investment into specialty sales 
that "might" happen. You migjii end up 
with a big stock of something that 
didn't sell. 

Employees iliac are service people 
are the business.

Perhaps the most daunting challenge facing the manufacturers is recognizing that not all 

distributors are alike; they perform different functions*"

In the 199CT** manufacturers and 
distributors will be facing a vast 
new array of complex marveling issues. 
These issues range from distribution 

strategies (To whom do 1 sell and 
through what channel?) to 
organizational strategics (How best 
should my firm be structured?) . 

One of the most significant issues 
wilt he how manufacturer-distributor 
relationships are defined and who in die 
dis.crit>uLit>si channel will be responsible 
for providing which functions in the 
marketplace* Of equal import since is 
how manufacturers win price ihcir 
products to distributors and how this 
pricing straicgy will relate (0 the 
functions a distributor pro% r idcs. 

To better define ihe manufacturer- 
distributor relationship of the I990 h s> 
firms wilt use many new methods and 
approaches, including: 

Distributor Agreements, As 
channels become more complex and 
begin overlapping, manufacturers will 
need to gain better control of the 
ntarkets. One too! to help control their 
market wilt be the distributor 
agreement. The distributor agreement 
will outline what specific functions a 
distributor is expected io perform and 
what channels (types of customers) a 
distributor is cspecied to sell. Such 
agreements will reduce channel conflict 
and clearly define roles between the 
manufacturer and distributor. 

Joint Market Planning. 
Manufacturers have a tremendous 
Opportunity to work with their 
distributors to decide what specific 
actions they expect from one another in 
the upcoming planning horizon. 
Specific tactics and goals can be 
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decided upon which wilt give each 
party a better understanding of bis 
responsibilities. In addition, such 
planning sessions can establish mutual 
goals by which both parties can 
measure their successes Such joint 
planning will truly create a 
"partnership" between the manufacturer 
and distributor and lead to a win win 
relationship for both companies. 

Distributor Councils 

Manufacturers can also ulilixe a 
distributor as a "window" io the 
marketplace by forming a distributor 
council. This cimneil can be used to 
solicit input from a distributor's 
ix-rspcctivc on a wide variety of topics 
such as new product introductions, 
promotional programs, literature 
requirements, and marketing 
approaches. In addition, a manufacturer 
can improve its own customer service 
response by receiving feedback on 
current operaii oils. 

Perhaps the rn^sl daunting 
challenge facing the manufacturers is 
recognizing dial distributors are not all 
alike and that they perform different 
functions in the marketplace. This 
recognition of "functional" differences 
will play a significant role in 
manufacturer pricing strategies in the 
I990 fc $, Currently, most manufacturer 
pricing strategies are one-dimensional; 
that is. the pricing criteria i$ strictly 
based On volume, Unfortunately* Shis 
over rewards some customers who 
provide few functions to the market and 
under rewards others who supply a 
great deal of functions and services lo 
the market, 

'lite re arc two major reasons for this 
one- dimensional approach ^ 

First, because of past anti-trust 
problems, the door hardware and 
security industry is terrified of snaking 
decisions that could unfairly 
discriminate against the customers. 
However, the current legal climate 
recognizes the right of manufacturers to 
define their markets and to design 



programs and pricing strategics lo 
service these markets, as long as the 
programs are clearly defined and the 
"rules" apply to all members fairly. This 
does not mean that manufacturers must 
offer the same programs to all members 
in a channel. Distributors perform 
different services (functions) and 
should Ik? rewarded differently for those 
fund ions. The lime is lon^ overdue for 
manufacturers to realize that their 
in ark els are extremely fragmented ajtd a 
one-dim enjLLtmal pricing program is 
outdated and ineffective * 

The second reason manufacturers 
have been reluct a eh to change their 
pricing strategies is that the concept of 
functional discounts is complex. It is 
much easier to adopt a one-dimensional 
approach because it excludes the need 
to define a customer group. However, 
the advantage of a pricing strategy 
which recognises functional differences 
with distributors will have a profound 
impact on a company's overall strategy 
and, more importantly, his profitability 
to accounts. 

For example, some distributors 
have intense marketing efforts with a 
high degree of field service availablCn 
Such companies may perform time- 
consuming services such as product 
demonstrations and aftcr-marfcel 
servicing. Other distributors may supply 
a bare bones marketing effort relying on 
the manufacturer to pull the product 
through ihe channel, tf the 
manufacturer values the intensive field 
service provided by the first distributor, 
he should develop programs that 
recognise this value. Unfortunately, 
most pricing strategics do not recognize 
any difference. 

The 1990's will mark a continuous 
acceleration of the changes affecting 
this industry. It is time for 
manufacturers to better control their 
Channels of distribution by establishing 
closer relationships with ihcir 
distributors. In addition h manufacturers 
must reevaluate their pricing strategies.

A customer h more likely to own a 
safe after your demons traiion if he or 
she likes and trusis you. This greeting 
immediately establishes you as a 
professional and your customer senses 
that you arc nol jus? interested in gelling 
ihem a produce but truly interested in 
meeting [heir needs r This- greeting 
encourages the customer to buy a safe 
ai your business raihcr than buy it 
somewhere else. 

The phrase "own a safe" implies we 
all hate lo be sold, but we love Lo buy 
anil once we buy,, we refer to purchases 
in ownership terms. In other words, 
since consumers say they "own" this or 
that, use the word "own" instead of 
"buy" to increase safe sates. 

Doctors, lawyers and Realtors do it. 
All professionals qualify their palicrus h 
clients and customers by asking (he 
Customer questions. If you ask the right 
questions correctly and orderly, you 
will then be able 10 meet the cuslomer's 
needs and raise profils. 

There arc several question? the 
customer can be asked, but there are 
four questions thai should be asked by 
the seller. 

The first question is: What kind of 
safe do you own now? This \$ a 
question the customer can related to by 
assuming he is wise enough to own a 
safe and is looking for another or heiicr 
safe. Safe ownership risen appears to be 
normal raiher ib.in an unusual 
occurrence and this puis tbe customer 
closer to making a decision rather than 
simply considering a decision, 

If the customer says he owns a 
particular brand of safc t you should 
respond lo the. statement with 
"excellent." If the customer has no safe, 
you reply with "excellent. 11 This is to 
simply look for a place to start 
gathering information about the 
prospective buyer and bejiin solidifying 
the relationship with your customer. 
Your opinions about the product should 
be offered later when the customer ask$ 



you For them, 

The second question is: Whai do 

you like most about the safe you have 
now? Or in the likely occurrence that 
the customer does nol have a safe, you 
ask; What do you like most about the 
safe[s) you have seen? 

The answer lo this question lei Is you 
the features the customer likes or is 
looking for and whether the customer 
has been shopping for safes. Now you 
know what to point out when it is your 
tun] to talk, 

The third question is: What would 
you alier or improve about the safe you 
have looked al? Or the question: What 
would you alter or improve about the 
safc(s) you have. now'.' The answers you 
receive should tell you what the 
customer is looking for and also help 
you determine your customer's Ll bol 
button." 

Tbe fourth question is: Other than 
yourself, is there anyone else involved 
in the final decision? The answer 
should tell you wlielber the customer 
e;m decide alone or if you will have to 
speak 10 one or more other individuals 
aboul ihe decision. 

This question prepares the customer 
to make a decision by establishing his 
decision making ability and I he 
expectation of making a decision. If ihe 
customer is not the only decision 
maker, you then must pursue a second 
meeting early in your demonstration. 

By asking lEic above questions, the 
customer will become encouraged to 
talk with you. You will then gain the 
information you need to make a sale, 
(uid if your customer tikes and trusts 
you, he is more likely to own a safe 
bought from your business, 

You should ask many questions, so 
lhai you can get closer to the customer's 
needs from the moment of meeting him, 
bul using less time and energy in |he 
process. 

Try and let the customer talk but 
yuidc w r uh (be above questions. Proper 
peeling, qualifying and determining the 
customer's ability lo make a buying 
decision will lead to more sales in your 
business.

Thti square logo 
was Copied by Yate around IS50 ajid 
LH-d until the early 194(Ts when they 
went lo the round type of logo. The 
piece that you. have could have been 
manufactured any time during (hat 50 
year period. There arc 144 key changes 
for rJhis lock which is a four lever and. 
as you mcniion. can be imprcssioned 
rather easily. The collector value, for 
mis lock in fine condition would not be 
much more than the retail price in 1925.

Q: Gentlemen, in the July 1PQQ issue 
of The National locksmith magazine* 
Sfr. Dale Lib fry refers to "speed 

manipulation" in opening the Mosler 
vaults. What does ihe term H Speed 
Manipulation" mean? (Yes. I ant sure it 

means manipulation fry some fast 
method, but what is the procedure?}

A: Speed manipulation is a shortcut 
type ol" procedure where instead of 
feeling for bach the right and left 
contact po inis (al I he drop- in area), one 
uses just a single reading, This cuts 
down the time to manipulate a 
combination U>ck open, 

1 1 is important to pick the corrccl 
contact point. There are I wo points in 
most combination lo<:ks t The left point 
and the right point. The different is one 
side is an acute drop olT, ji Lino si a ri^ht 
anjrlc, and the other side is a gradual 
angle drop off. The side with ;i sudden 
drop off gives a better "jump" in 
readings than that of a gradual and 
gentle slope. 

On an S&G combination lock that is 
mounted in ihe right hand position we 
wilt determine the correct contact point. 
As Ms rue that for a minute wc can see 
ihe drive cam from the outside of the 
safe. Behind the dial with X-ray vision 
wc can dearly sec the drive earn. The 
sharp drop off side of the cant is to int 
left, while ihe slope is to the righE H 

Therefore, the correct contact point 
for this lock is ihe left contact point, lb 
reach this point, however, one has to 
turn the dial to the right to have the 
nose of the lever coniaci the point, I 
know N I knowp frontwards is backwards. 

Another process in speed 
manipulation is to only break the dial 
increments into quarters, and eighth 
numbers at most. The correct and

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standard manipulation procedure breaks 
iho dial increments iiuo temhs. This is 
100 exacting for speed niampulaEion. 

Before orie can learn "speed 
ni:snipula[]On^ One must knc?v standard 
cornhmattun lock maniputtaion, Only 
with ihe honing of skills can one ever 
x|>eed manipulate, Noi all locks can be 
manipulated or speed manipulated 
open. Speed manipulation ijt jusl an

(); / have been given a Small, 
electronic safe which I cannot open. I 
don't know if ihe safe is malfunctioning 

or if I am now doing Something wrong 
due to ihe fact thai she internal battery 
has been removed. 

The safe is approximately I5-lf2" x 
II" X JO". It works on a 9 volt battery 
which is installed in the door, There is 
also a box which holds a 9 vail baltery 
and a place to plug it in on the door in 
case ihe internal hat wry dies. The* 
combination is set with four dials on 
the inxide of the door. 

It works by pressing the upper left 
button with the key on. it. The tittle 
green tight goes on. Then you enter the 
four letter cvmbiantion, If the 
combination is correct, the tnotor 
retracts the bolts of which I believe 
there are two, if ihe combination is not 
correct, the red light comes tffl find 
remains on for abotd 18 seconds before 
it goes out. To lock the doar F you press 
tint lower tefs button with the //// on it. 
The motor then moves the bolts in the 
lockttd position. 

Here is the short story, i originally 
set the combination, tested it r and 
locked the door, The owner later 
decided to see if the external battery 
pack worked so he opened \he doof. 
rctn&ved the interna! battery, plugged 
in the external battery, closed the dot*r 
and locked it. Now the safg wilt not 
unlock. 

There are bolt holes through which I 
can took through to sec the 
n>mfrit:ti\ion. The four dials ore set to 
the combination I left them at. I can 
even reach in with a metal rod and 
manipulate' the dials. I tried to center 
the dials as best I could, I changed the 
combination and 1 reset the 
combination and tried plus and minus 
one button for every combination. 
Nothing. The red fight goes on telling 
me the combination is incorrect. I left 
the external battery plugged in 
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overnight in case there was some sort 
of timer. Same thing. 

f cannot find any one who knows 
anything about the safe or maker 
except that if is probably an import, 

The owner can give me absolutely no 
information either. I suspect there is 
some kind of preset combination which 
wiU always open the safe since is is 
ftieant for hotel rooms and you know 
how often often someone wit [forget 
their combination. 

There is nothing valuable in the safe, 
but l J d tike to kn/w what the problem is 
and would appreciate any help,

A: I have never worked on a safe that 
did nol have a keypad and cither a 
h:i.ndle i key, or lever to actually Open 

the bo 1 1 work. The safe in que*! urn is 
definitely a foreign visiiortoour shores 
from somewhere in the Orient, either 
Japan, Taiwan, or another country, J can 
guess what [he problem is, however. On 
many of Lhe keypads electronic safes 
[h.at 1 have worked on, I have found ch;iL 
if die battery pack gets loo low h the safe 
will mess up. If the customer 
continually tries to change the 
combination often T or if lhe door is 
slammed too much, lhe digital memory 
can become confused. 

This is. probably whal happened 
when the customer removed [he inside 
hail cry pack and Iricd ii on the Otllside. 
Jf he happened io put (he 9 volt battery 
contact in backwards, and if lite circuit 
was made, even for a second, [hen that 
was enough to permancmly scramble 
die electronic memory. Even the loss of 
the battery integrity could cause a 
ma I function. 

The theory that there is one 
combination that can open the safe h 
probably a good one. Unless you can 
find lhe distributor of these safes, or 
possibly ihe hotel where lhe safe came 
from, there is no easy way to get [his 
master override combination. In facu 1 
worked on a safe from American 
lis press where the customer's 
combination would not work, I got lhe 
original factory override combination 
direct from Uie U.S. distributor, and Lhal 
did not work either. So n that avenue of 
attack will not work, 

Oti the sifes wiih a handle* the units 
are blocked from moving by a solenoid. 
Dropping the safe on the front side a 
couple of times usually works to open 
these 13 nils. 

To open your safe. 1 would ity io 
remove any back cover screws through 
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the latest in automo- 
tive technology.

High security auto locks arc riot a 
new idea. This particular lock was 
billed 3* lh£ painted pick- proof tocfc 
by YsU, The locks in 1934 were 
considerably belter made than those 
produced in 1933. 

The French borrowed a portion of 
she- slidir-i' -shutter idea for the '76 lo 
*79 Renault ignition locks that used the 
X-12 key profile. The hardened shutter 
slides lc-ft and right, as the Yak shutter 
did, to prtrteet the key way and actuate 
the locking column spring bolt. 
Removal of the key allowed die bott to 
lock the tiller shaft. This safety feature 
prevented the wheel front locking until 
the key was completely removed from 
the cylinder. 

Thit keys marked ZE probably aie 
cut, I would expect thai they fit a 
Desoto, which joined it* ancestors long 
before you or I were bom. 1 was told 
that it was possible to pick these locks, 
with special tools, but T can furnish very 
little other information for you §.
